Board of Directors Meeting - November 17, 2010 

La Palma Restaurant, 116 Alhambra Circle, Coral Gables

The meeting was called to order by President Chico Goldsmith at 6:30PM. 

The October Board minutes were approved with die following corrections: Hugh Ryan’s name was 
misspelled and there was a motion approved to dedicate a future meeting to examining DHT’s financial 
history, present and future. 

Hugh Ryan gave the Treasurer’s report, stating that the audit had been completed by CPA Vicki Walsh 
and the IRS Form 990 submitted. The Finance Committee met yesterday. The minutes of the meeting 
are attached. Walter Alvarez moved to accept the recommendations of the Finance Committee. The 
motion was seconded and approved. Hugh moved that the January meeting be finance-driven. It will be 
held on January 19 th at a location to be announced. 

Kendell Turner expressed her concern that there is a communication problem in that she never received 
notification of the By-Laws Committee meetings or the Finance Committee meeting, both of which she 
had signed up for. 

Executive Director Becky Matkov reported that DHT was awarded $44,688 for the grant from Cultural 
Affairs for Dade Heritage Days and the check should be issued next month. Bacardi has agreed to 
sponsor a reception for 300 people as part of the MiMo Conference at their historic building on Biscayne 
Boulevard. Thanks were expressed to Venny Torre and Lisa Mackle for their help in approaching 
Bacardi. Ads for Preservation Today will be pursued by Robin Korth who will receive 25% of any new 
: s brought in. The MiMo conference is shaping up with speakers being planned and solicited. Friday 
March 11 th will be presentations (eligible for Continuing Education credits for architects), a VIP tour of 
:ne Eden Roc’s restoration, a “ Living Legends” luncheon at the Eden Roc and the Bacardi Heritage 
Par> in the evening. Saturday March 12 th will be tours. The Living Legends Luncheon will honor 
architects Hilario Candela, Enrique Gutierrez and Alfred Browning Parker and possibly one other great 
[mag architect of the 1950s-60s era. It will be held in the Eden Roc’s famous Mona Lisa Room and will 
be a major fundraiser for DHT. Jorge Hernandez suggested that DHT approach a company or individual 
for $19.000 each to “Sponsor a Legend.” The Fundraising Committee will meet and discuss. Becky 
presented a budget for the conference (attached) which projects a net profit of $10,000 without counting 
pc :ennal donations and sponsorships. 

Thr rroposed by-laws revisions were reviewed (copy attached). Walter moved to accept the proposed 
rr.: > ns with the exception of the Standing Committees section which will be further reviewed. Ann 
'.lire Chart seconded the motion. Jorge then made a friendly amendment to change the word 
Chairman on Page 3 to Chair. This was accepted and the motion passed unanimously. 

\ disc_s>ion was held on whether DHT’s appointed Parliamentarian should serve as a Trustee. Enid 
Pinkns - . expressed concern that this may not be in accord with Roberts Rules of Order. Jorge Hernandez 




stated that the position is such an important one, advising on ethical as •« c - nte 'ra t 

should be apart from the voting Board of Tmstees. 

The License Agreement with the City of Miami for Dr. Jackson’s Office was di—wH The Cay kas 
agreed to a S100 deposit instead of $1500, and $50 a month in rent. They have also requested that DHT 
keep a maintenance account. We have done this for years and at present have almost $5000 in that 
account DHT and the City cannot agree on insurance coverage, so they are setting aside that issue for 
ne w The City also wants DHT to paint the building every four years, which DHT feels is excessive and 
should only be required as necessary. The City staff is requesting a response from DHT by Nov. 19 th so 
the> can put the agreement on the City Commission agenda for January. Jorge moved that we reply to the 
C in and approve the agreement with our changes so it can come before the Commission in January, and 
thai we have a good lawyer present at the meeting. It was seconded and approved. Jorge will ask Lynn 
Lewis to represent us pro bono at the City Commission meeting. An alternate might be David Doheny. 

Bob Smith. Membership Chair reported that his committee has meet several times and they recommend 
consideration of naming Luis Gonzalez, Office Manager as Membership Director and that he be directed 
to focus at specific intervals on a wide range of membership needs. Becky will discuss this with him and 
report back to the Board. Bob moved that there be an initiative to revitalize membership and that the 
Executive Director be asked to staff the initiative appropriately and report back to the Membership 
Committee. The motion was seconded and approved. Don Slesnick lamented that decisions regarding 
membership made months ago, such as a new dues structure and creating membership benefits have not 
bene implemented. It was also suggested that we have a membership renewal “phone-athon” in January 
w here Board members will gather at headquarters on a specific evening and make calls to lapsed 
members. 

The Icng-awaited goals conference will be scheduled for January, most likely at the Miami River Inn. 

The DHT Holiday party will be held Sat. Dec. 11 th , 5-7:30 p.m. at 6601 SW 126 th Street in Pinecrest, 
she wcasing the museum-quality collection of antique cars owned by Guy and Loyda Lewis. Chico 
Goldsmith has found great interest in attending from members of the Corvette Club and the Classic Car 
Show This can be a wonderful opportunity to bring in new members to DHT. Since the Holiday Party 
bareh breaks even, all Board members are asked to help with the food by bringing a favorite Holiday dish 
or hors d’oeuvres to share. 

ken dell Turner announced that there will be a fundraiser for the Alhambra Water Tower Restoration on 
December 9 th from 4 to 6 PM on the site of the water tower. DHT will be able to have a table to pass out 
membership information. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:45PM.
